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FOREWORD 


HE internationally famous collection formed by Mr William Ran- 
dolph Hearst includes within its range, art and literary property on a 
scale probably unmatched outside of the great public collections of America 
and Europe. Two categories, or sub-divisions, of this great collection— 
the American furniture and the American Historical Blue Staffordshire 
Ware—are described in this, our second catalogue of the Hearst collection, 


and will be reviewed in the following paragraphs. 


EARLY AMERICAN FURKNITURE 


The furniture of Colonial America indicates to a remarkable degree the 
diverse character of the people in the various sections of the country. Proof 
of this is found in the group of Philadelphia Chippendale furniture in the 
Hearst collection. These splendidly carved highboys, lowboys, and other 
pieces, testify to the sophisticated taste of the landed gentry of Maryland 
and Virginia, whose taste and requirements found a ready advocacy and 
ample fulfillment among the wealthy merchants of cosmopolitan Philadel- 
phia. By contrast, the furniture of New England—of which the catalogue 
contains numerous fine pieces in mahogany, walnut, and maple—evinces the 
conservatism of the New Englander. Its greatest appeal lies chiefly in its 
simplicity; however, where, as in the case of the superb block-front chest-on- 
chest with scrolled pediment [see page 208] we sense a striving after effect, 
the result is perfection. Turning to the furniture of New York, we find the 
Dutch influence predominant over a long period of years. At the close of the 
century, however, attention is focused on a single individual—the Scotsman, 
Phyfe. This brilliant craftsman’s work coincides with the classic revival that 
swept both Europe and America at this time, and in many respects, is indistin- 
guishable from that of his English contemporary and mentor, Thomas 
Sheraton. A beautiful lyre-base table, a sofa, and some other picces in the 


collection invite interesting study. Finally, regarding attributions, probably 


the most exciting element of the subject under discussion is the identification 
of individual cabinetmakers, which has progressed apace in recent years. 
While much of this identification is based upon positive evidence, such 
as maker’s labels, old family bills, records, etc., part of it is the result of 
conclusions arrived at on the basis of comparison. This latter method is the 
one which I have employed in attributing to individual craftsmen many of the 


fine pieces in the Hearst collection. 


AMERICAN HISTORICAL BLUE STAFFORDSHIRE WARE 


The history of ‘Old Blue’ Staftordshire collecting in America is marked by 
two outstanding events—the George Kellogg Sale in 1925, and the Alex- 
ander M. Hudnut Sale in the following year. The great interest shown, 
and the remarkable prices obtained at these sales, reveal the importance 
with which this ware is regarded by the collector. Approximately four 
hundred lots of this ware are listed in the catalogue. New York City 
and State views predominate and, viewed as a whole, provide a pictorial 
history of the cultural and industrial growth of the city and its surround- 
ings, constituting in some instances the only existing record of a New York 
which has disappeared. A glance through the catalogue will reveal examples 
of the rarest of the New York views, such as the View of Governor’s 
Island; Fulton Market; New York from Weehawk; New York from 
Brooklyn Heights; Esplanade, Castle Garden; and The Battery, Castle 
Garden. A whole gallery of America’s prominent naval and military heroes 
is provided in a series of plates and pitchers which bear their portraits, and 
in some cases, depict their principal military or naval achievements. Views 
in Southern, New England and mid-Western cities and states are also present 
in great numbers, while dominating the whole is the group of rare pieces 
decorated with the arms of New York, New Jersey, Rhode Island, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, South Carolina, and Georgia. Blue-printed 
Staffordshire ware is Americana undiluted, for, as R. T. Haines Halsey 
informs us in his excellent work on the subject Early New York on Dark Blue 
Staffordshire Pottery, this ware, even those pieces decorated with English 


views, was made by the Staffordshire potters exclusively for the American 


market. Its date of manufacture is roughly the period 1815-1840, and the 
names occurring most frequently in any history of the ware are: Enoch 
Wood, ‘The Father of English Pottery’; James Clews; and Ralph Stevenson. 
These men are household figures in the world of English ceramics, and had 


their factories at Burslem and Cobridge, in Staffordshire. 


American collectors have long been familiar with that part of the William 
Randolph Hearst collection which we are now offering. Almost every im- 
portant public sale of Colonial furniture and blue Staftordshire ware that 
has taken place in New York during the past thirty-five years has contri- 
buted its quota; in fact, all but a very few pieces were acquired in this way. 
It is obvious, therefore, that the reappearance of this property in the sale 


room is an event of the first importance to the collector.

Its history, according to an afhdavit which will be given to the 
purchaser, is as follows: It originally belonged to John Custis of Virginia, whose 
son, Daniel Parke Custis married Martha Dandridge, afterward, Martha Wash- 
ington. The desk was then in Mount Vernon, and used by George Washington. 
In the late seventies, a sister of the late Coroner, Dr William Kent Gilbert, of 
Philadelphia, discovered the desk in the house of one of the colored servants who 
had received it from the Washingtons. She had it cleaned and presented it to her 
brother who, in turn, bequeathed it to his daughter, afterwards the wife of 
E. Stanley Hart, whose signature appears on the afhdavit.
